HE most direct danger to racing is its own commercial- 

ization. William du Pont, Jr., voiced a warning 
along that line in his address before the annual dinner of 
He likes 


racing. “Therefore he would like to see it continue. “Toward 


the Thoroughbred Club of America last month. 


that end he urged that it be made more sporting, less of a 


money-mill. 


It’s easier said than done. Money, in fair-sized chunks, 


isa necessity in this expensive sport. And money inevitably 
breeds the desire for more money. So the evolution of 
racing in America has tended to follow financial roads, which 
wind uphill. 
alaw which in his own State makes it impossible to follow 
the natural urge to reach for more and more. 


Mr. du Pont, knowing this tendency, wrote 


Breeders, too, are plagued by the problem of too much 
commercializing. Until the last five years comparatively 
few owners of stud farms kept their records in black ink. 
There was a sporting satisfaction in breeding a good horse, 
even if it cost a lot of money to do so. 


Then a money storm came up, and it rained for years. 
Suddenly hundreds of breeders found themselves able to 
show a profit. Not many hundreds, to be sure, but more 
than ever before. “This was fun, too. Certainly it was bet- 
ter to win the Kentucky Derby at a profit than to win it at 
aloss Men of wealth found themselves looking over the 
dookkeeper’s shoulders with new interest. 


That brought it. 
on the scene. 


I'll take her.” 


A thousand new breeders appeared 
“Has she got ovaries!”’ they asked. 


Many of these new breeders came in for the same rea- 
wns their predecessors had. “They enjoyed having horses. 
The fact that horses could now be raised at a profit instead 
ofa loss gave them, they thought, the opportunity they had 
ven waiting for. Some came in, of course, simply because 
it was the money they liked—and there is nothing wrong 
with liking money, either. Presumably most of them knew 
that overproduction was just around the corner; they were 


“Then 


willing to take the sporting chance that the black ink might 
last until they got to it. 


Several state governments have been parties to this game 
of breeding race horses. But they play on both sides. They 
offer awards to breeders. This gives extra thousands of dol- 
lars to people who don’t need it, and a few hundreds to 
people who do. But it speeds up production with a strictly 
commercial goad, and the extra horses which come into 
competition reduce the value of the individual horse by a far 
greater amount than the awards have increased it. 


There isn’t much chance to remove this hazard to the 
economy of ‘Thoroughbred breeding. A handout is a hand- 
out, and you don’t turn it down, even if it hurts you. 


So, what with this and that, the Thoroughbred breeder 
now finds himself at the junction he had been anticipating. 
He has a decision to made. If he enjoys raising horses and 
doesn’t mind the cost, he can go straight ahead. If he does 
mind the cost he can turn in one of two directions. He 
can get out, or he can set up his stud on such a basis of 
quality that he has a reasonable expectancy of breeding good 
horses. | 

It is gratifying that so many breeders already have recog- 
nized these alternatives. “The 1948 market, by its strong 
emphasis on the value of good stock and its almost merciless 
disregard for yearlings and breeding stock of less than aver- 
age probability, has indicated the healthy mental attitude of 
owners and breeders throughout the country. 


The last time the bottom fell out of the Thoroughbred 
market, the top fell with it. This time a different and much 
more wholesome thing is happening. We are pulling out 
the weeds, leaving the crop a better chance to grow. The 
prices of good horses have wavered only a little. The prices 


of poor horses already have sunk well below the cost level. 


As long as we make the proper distinction between 
horses of different value, the market for Thoroughbreds will 
remain essentially healthy. The more sportingly we accept 
this fact, the more confidently we can expect the breeding 


of horses to remain not only good sport but good business.

SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


Citation vs. Arcaro in Special; 
Florida and California Next 


New YorRK 

After the Pimlico Special Citation went 
back to the barn to get rubbed down, and 
Eddie Arcaro went back to the jockey 
room to get his arms massaged. This had 
nothing to do with the shoulder injury he 
had got at Belmont Park, when an animal 
named Mollyo had reared and thrown him 
in the walking ring. Mollyo, incidentally. 
ran at Pimlico on the same day that Cita- 
tion walked over for the Special. and what 
Arcaro had to say about her was interest- 
ing. but not for you. 

The arm condition arose from holding 
Citation to a mile in 1:4215. Don't see 
how Citation could have told he was in a 
walkover and not a race, because he 
usually is too far in front to see horses, and 
sometimes to hear them. Anyway. he 
wanted to run and he just about wore Ed- 
die out. Through the stretch he was al- 
lowed to breeze. and he did the last three- 
sixteenths in :17%5. which is about like a 
quarter in :2345. He was fairly well out 
on the track too, except at the first turn. 
It's an odd thing to be impressed by a 
walkover. but this one had class all over it. 

Arearo’s going to rest until Santa Anita. 
The dislocated shoulder is all right. in the 
sense that there’s no visible injury remain- 
ing. but a nerve was involved, and it’s still 
acting up. The previous races on Cita- 
tion were ridden with novocaine in the 
shoulder, because it’s just agony to whip. 
“When | hit Sport Page in the East View 
{1 almost jumped off him.” Eddie re- 
marked. His doctor tells him that a 
month’s rest ought to let the injury heal. 
so he’s going to take it. 


INCIDENTAL MUSIC. _ Incidentally. 
Pimlico put on its walkover with a fine 
flourish. and the customers enjoyed it. 
There was a band. very brave in the red 
coats it wore under George III. and the 
audience was informed that it was looking 
at the best horse of their generation. I 
can’t think when I’ve seen more people 
flock around the winner’s enclosure, and 
altogether there was considerably more to 
the affair than a horse galloping around 
a race track. This tourist always leaves 
Pimlico with mixed emotions, because the 
pleasure of going racing there is just 
about balanced by the irritation which 
comes from knowing how racing can be 
presented and how far most tracks fall 
short of doing it. 
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Also incidentally. the band exercised it- 
self vigorously on Dixie and Maryland, My 
Maryland, and some Sousa marches it 
knows. and never once ventured near The 
Star Spangled Banner. This is clear gain, 
for the opinion here is that the national 
anthem deserves a reverence and solemnity 
which it isn’t going to get if it’s used day 
after day after day on frivolous occasions. 

Empire City. after hopping its patrons 
up at 1 o’clock promptly with same for 
some twenty days, decided it was difficult 
to hold a horse and stand at attention at 
the same time. and advanced the occasion 
to 12:15. If you have never heard The Star 
Spangled Banner punctuated with shouts 
of “Form and Telegraph!” “Get Jack’s 
Green Card!” and “Programs. ten cents!” 
you haven't missed anything significant. 
Naturally the band. in front of the grand- 
stand, can’t be heard by the people be- 
hind it. so if you get at the right angle you 
get an interesting blend. 

Belmont’s in on this. too. The playing 
of the anthem is announced on the loud- 
speaker. which is piped into the dining 
room. But the band isn’t piped in, so peo- 


ple stand in a silly silence. not hearing a 


note, and learning only by watching peo- 
ple outside when to sit down. 


NEVER BETTER. To get back to Cita- 
tion, which was running for the Damon 
Runyon Cancer Fund instead of Calumet 
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in the Special. he’s through for the yea 
now, but to the frank regret of Benjamiy 
A. Jones. “He's never been better than 
he is right now.” said Plain Ben before the 
walkover. “He eats good, and feels good, 
and it’s just a shame to lay up a horse jp 
that shape.” Calumet is shipping to Flop. 
ida. as usual. but the stable has its eye op 
the two $100.000 Santa Anita Park stakes 
in which he can run. 

“The trouble out there.” Arearo re. 
marked. “is that they run twenty-two head 
at you, and if you have a good horse. they 
go out of their way to bother you. One 
jockey drove his horse at the six-furlone. 
pole to get up to Armed just so he could 
bump him, when he ran in the handicap 
two years ago. And it’s hard to stay clear, 
because there ll be two or three things jn 
the race that will go six furlongs in :09" 

Nevertheless the belief here is that if 
Citation can open early, Signor Eduardo 
will be able to take care of himself against 
whatever horses can run up to him. The 
record points that way. 


WRONG LEAD. Man I know had an 
interesting Comment on starting last week, 
“You watch those horses that are being 
held in the gate.” he said. “In every case, 
the man’s on the near side. That'll make 
those horses break on the wrong lead.” 

Well. this tourist isn’t fast enough to 
watch a half-dozen horses diving for the 
turn and check on which leg they're lead- 
ing with, but as far as it could be observed, 
the comment was right. Most of the horses 
left on the off lead. and of course went 
into the turn with it. 

On the other hand, horses are used to 
being handled from the near side, and 
probably it would take a little education 
to get them used to being held from the 
other one. But it seemed worth passing on. 


DATES. The New York date situation 
stays unsettled. Officially. at the meeting 
last Wednesday. the matter wasn’t consid- 
ered. Since it’s only the most burning 
question of the moment, I'd guess this is 
highly probable. Since events of earlier 
meetings had leaked out. this one was re- 
stricted to the five track presidents and 
Marshall Cassidy. Jockey Club secretary. 

The secrecy. of course, is to the advan- 
tage of Empire City, which is fighting 
against yielding any days to Belmont. 
There was considerable commotion last 
week, in most of the New York news- 
papers, and the Empire City strategy. ap- 
parently, is to let the heat die down and 
then try again to balk any switch. 

From this corner, it looks like Belmont 
is being a party to its own opposition. by 
putting up with the secrecy. If it kept in- 
sisting publicly on the added dates. and 
stating the grounds for its request, it 
would almost certainly get them. because 
they're deserved. Behind closed doors one 
man can argue as well as another, what- 
ever his case. Trouble is the fights up here 
are all too damned genteel.

Windsor Slipper and Nearco Led 
English Sires in 1947 Averages 


The Racing Calendar reports that 5,002 
horses ran in England. Scotland, and Ire- 
land last year and that the total distribu- 
tion in first monies was £792,471 and 12 
shillings. that is. £792.471.6. From these 
statistics it may be determined that the 
average starter in the islands in 1947 
earned £158.43 (roughly, $640). 

The stallion Admiral’s Walk had 47 
starters in 1947. If as a group they had 
earned exactly the average, they would 
have earned £5.861.9. that is, £5,861 and 
18 shillings. Their actual winnings were 
£11.181 and 11 shillings, or £11.181.55. 
The actual earnings were nearly twice the 
average expectancy. More exactly, they 
were 1.907 times the average. 

Casanova had 47 starters. Their total 
expectancy, based on the year’s average. 
was £7.446 and one shilling. The actual 
total was £7.445 and one shilling. They 
came within £1 of earning exactly the gen- 
eral average. 

On this basis the records of all the more 
prominent sires in England last year have 
been calculated. The tabulations set forth 
here are the first general application of 
the average-earnings index to the statistics 
of a country other than the United States. 
All sires whose get earned as much as 
£2.000 in 1947 are accounted for. 

It was a moderately painful process to 
come by the English ratings. The only 
way to determine the number of starters 
by each sire was to go through the index 
and make a tally. But, on the other hand. 
not much sense can be made of a sire list 
unless we know the number of starters. 

With the ratings given here, an Amer- 
ican reader (or one in Tokyo, for that 
matter) can see the proportionate success 
of English sires without bothering to eval- 
uate the significance of so many pounds 
and shillings. 

As in the case of the 1947 American list 
published in this column in the issue of 
October 16. the sires have been divided 
into two categories, those with more than 
20 starters and those with 20 starters or 
fewer. For the latter group, only the final 
rating is given. It is. however, a very im- 
portant group. dominated largely by sires 
standing outside of England. 

By coincidence, our English correspond- 
ent this week gives a tabulation showing 
the average prices of yearlings by most of 
these sires in the last three years. Read- 
ers may find it interesting to compare the 
two lists. 
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THE LEADERS. As a means of com- 
parison, the 17 sires with more than 20 
starters and with ratings above 2.000 
(twice the average expectancy) have been 
arrayed alongside the American leaders 
with more than 20 starters. It will be 
noted that only five sires are above the 
4.000 mark in each country. This will in- 
dicate how difficult it is for a sire to main- 
tain a record better than four times the 
average. 

In fact. only 17 English sires on the list 
of those with more than 20 starters have 
ratings higher than 2.000. In North Amer- 
ica there were 24 such sires in 1947. The 
difference here is probably owing. in large 
measure, to the repeated raids of French 
horses, as shown in the tabulation of sires 
with 20 starters or fewer. The offspring 
of a few French sires and a few American 
invaders earned about ten per cent of all 
the first monies distributed in England 
last year. 

The figures indicate that the Italian-bred 
Nearco. which led the English list last year 
in gross earnings, did so on merit and not 
on mere numbers. The only sire above

non 2nd. Mr. Otis recently quoted a letter 
he had received from Marshall Cassidy. 
executive secretary of The Jockey Club: 


According to English records and the Aus- 
tralian Stud Book, the mare named Spaewife in 
Australia and her ancestors were of thorough- 
bred blood, and therefore Shannon was eligi- 
ble for registration. The keeper of the Aus- 
tralian Stud Book in 1901 had been satisfied 
that Spaewife was in truth the animal to whom 
rightfully belonged the good pedigree which 
was at that time assigned to Cutty Sark, and 
so recorded it in the records of the Australian 
Stud Book. The English Racing Calendar of 
1825 specifically states that a chestnut filly by 
Soothsayer, dam by Selim out of Ringtail, by 
Buzzard, was shipped to New South Wales and 
subsequently named Spaewife, and that the age 
of the filly was three years (which was the age 
of Spaewife in 1825). She raced in England.

This gives us The Jockey Club’s official 
version of the pedigree of Spaewife. She 
was a chestnut mare, foaled in 1822. out 
of an unnamed daughter of Selim. second 
dam Ringtail. by *Buzzard. third dam an 
unnamed mare by Trentham out of 
(Cytherea) sister to Drone, by Herod. It 
is the same as the last of the four pedi- 
grees assigned the mare in the Australian 
stud book. 

Mr. Cassidy does not give the page on 
which the Racing Calendar of 1825 re- 
ports the exportation. But in the Racing 
Calendar of 1824 I find the following ref- 
erence. in connection with the racing at 
Epsom Friday. June 4, 1824:

This is the mare which is now officially 
identified in the American stud book as 
the Spaewife of the Australian stud book. 

Now we know—unless The Jockey Club 
wishes to correct me—that the American 
stud book has accepted evidence outside 
the General Stud Book of England to verify 
a pedigree not actually traceable to the 
General Stud Book. 

We may presume that the action was 
taken with the prior sanction of the stud 
book authority in England. In such case, 
we may presume that the English authori- 
ties endorse the principle of revising the 
stud book in the light of evidence from 
the Racing Calendar. And if this princi- 
ple is admitted. then there is a great deal 
of new research available with regard to 
the ancestry of numerous American strains 
now barred from the General Stud Book. 

Personally, I wish that stud book au- 
thorities would cease to trouble themselves 
after they have found ten generations of 
recorded ancestry. 


PURITY. But the old principle of 
“purity” has not been abandoned. It has 
only developed a slight edema. Mr. Otis 
quotes another paragraph from Mr. 
Cassidy: 

Personally. I do not believe The Jockey Club 

is at present thinking at all seriously of a 

world or international stud book. That would 

introduce complications which would make it 
impracticable at this time. The Jockey Club 
has jealously guarded the registrations in the 

Stud Book, feeling that it is a sacred trust of 

theirs with a great responsibility for all fu- 

ture generations. 


The sacred trust which formerly en- 
joined the keepers of the American stud 
book not to accept anything not derived 
from the American or English stud books 
now enjoins them that it is all right to ac- 
cept a pedigree traceable to the English 
Racing Calendar. But no more bulges are 
in sight.

Pilaster Discovers Distance; 


Hirsch and a Pleasant Habit 


When the fall racing programs were ar- 
ranged for the Laurel Park and Pimlico 
tracks. which now are under the same 
ownership and management, two of Pim- 
lico’s regular features were transferred to 
the other course. 

They were the Sagamore Stakes, at 112 
miles, and the Grayson Stakes, at a mile 
and five furlongs. The change was made 
so the 37 days of consecutive racing at the 
two tracks could include a distance series 
that would culminate in the 214-mile Pim- 
lico Cup. to be raced November 12. 

Three of the series already have been 
run and they were taken by the same 
horse. Harry L. Straus’s 4-year-old gelding 
Pilaster. 

The bay son of Pilate went into the 
Sagamore to two consecutive wins at a 
mile and a sixteenth. He stepped up to 
the 12 furlongs of the Sagamore and put 
it away by five lengths. In the 13 fur- 
longs of the Grayson he had some trouble 
with Big Dial. and prevailed by just a 
neck. 

Came the Governor Bowie. at the Pim- 
lico course on October 29, and the distance 
was stretched to 14 furlongs. Now thor- 
oughly at home over a long haul. the 
Straus gelding was running easily at the 
finish. He beat Natural, to which he was 
giving 20 pounds actual weight (124 to 
104) by more than two lengths, set a new 
track record in the process. The old one. 
made by the 4-year-old Flying Fairy in 
1914, under 107 pounds, was cut to 2:55%5. 
a neat six seconds faster. 

Pilaster now has won his last five starts. 
beginning with a victory at Atlantic City 
on September 16. He has three more 
chances before Pimlico closes—in the 2;'5- 
mile Exterminator Handicap, the 11-mile 
Riggs, and the 21-mile Pimlico Cup. 

So far this year he has won more races 

(8) than he did in his previous two sea- 
‘sons of running. and has earned consid- 
erably more money ($45,570) than in the 
other two. He is trained by F. A. Bonsal. 
Willie Gilbert and Carson Kirk have been 
alternating in the saddle. 


HIRSCH SADDLES HORSE. Trainer 
Max Hirsch probably has no special favor- 
ites among races. He has shown a marked 
aptitude for winning them all, working 
both ways from the Kentucky Derby. So 
his record in the Westchester Handicap 
probably is a natural sequence—Hirsch 
saddles horse, horse wins Westchester. 
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The Westchester custom began in 1946, 
when Assault carried the King Ranch col- 
ors to victory in the 1,°;-mile event. Bridal 
Flower followed up in 1947, Better Self 
won the edition of October 30, A. D. 1948. 

Both Bridal Flower and Better Self were 
bred by the late Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Farm. They were obtained by the 
King Ranch in the Bradley dispersal 
1946. 

Better Self, the 3-year-old son of Bime- 
lech—Bee Mac. went to the front at the 
start of the race, raced neck-and-neck with 
Loyal Legion for half a mile or more, wore 
down the Jeffords challenger. War Tro- 
phy moved up in the stretch, but couldn't 
come closer than a length to Better Self. 
Phalanx rushed up on the outside, nosed 
out Donor for third money. 

For the King Ranch. Better Self’s viec- 
tory was the fourth participation in a 
Westchester triumph. Stymie. the 1945 
winner. is owned by Mrs. Hirsch Jacobs 
but was bred in the sprawling Texas king- 


dom. 
ranch and wore the Running W. 


Assault, of course, was bred at the 


Better Self recently 
better form than he 
summer.

Up until this year, racing regulations in 
Canada permitted race course operators to 
retain 7 per cent of the pari-mutuel han- 
dle, up to $20,000 in each race; if the 
handle went over $20.000 we were allowed 
6 per cent on the next $10,000; 5 per cent 
from $30.000 to $40.000; 4 per cent from 
$40.000 to $50,000: 3 per cent on all 
monies wagered above $50,000 per race. 

In British Columbia, where operators 
were confined to the aforesaid schedule, 
the Provincial (State) government took 
a straight 7 per cent, regardless of the 
amount wagered. 

During the war the Federal government 
also took 5 per cent, making a total of 19 
per cent. 

Last spring this organization and others 
made pleas for a more equitable distribu- 
tion. The result was the Federal govern- 
ment gave race track operators 9 per cent 
on the first $20,000 wagered, gradually de- 
creasing until we now get 5, instead of 
3, per cent on “handles” over $50,000 per 
race. 

The Federal government also abandoned 
their 5 per cent take, which had been in- 
troduced as a war measure—but the Pro- 
vincial (B. C.) government picked it up 
and now takes 12 per cent. The operators 
get 9 per cent on the first $20,000 bet, 
making a total take of 21 per cent, plus 
breakage. 

The effect was to be expected. Bettors, 
those who wager from $2 up to $500 or 
$1.000 ignored the tracks and began bet- 
ting with a fraternity that call themselves 
“bookmakers.” although the appellation is 
wrong. This element is unlicensed and 
pays only track odds, with a 15 to 1 limit. 
They make no line prices (few of them 
know how)—merely take bets and, if 
necessary. pay off at track odds—up to 
15 to 1 on a winner. 

They are patronized by many potential 
patrons of the Turf who figure they will 
get better returns if they do not put their 
money through the machines at the track 
and be assessed 21 per cent for so doing. 

Consequently we are again starting a 
campaign to try and convince the mem- 
bers of the British Columbia government 
that the present structure is strangling 
racing. (Our handle was down 25 per 
cent this season. Bookmakers in down- 
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town Vancouver admit it was their best 
season in 20 years). 

With this brief outline we are taking the 
privilege of writing to you and other high 
ranking authorities all over the world— 
Canada. United States, England, Ireland. 
Australia, New Zealand and South Amer- 
ica—to ask you to please give us your im- 
pressions of what a 21 per cent “take” will 
do to racing. 

The writer has very definite ideas about 
the whole thing, but would like to receive 
your reactions. 


We do not seek a long dissertation— 
just a few words that we can quote in a 
pamphlet laden with expressions from au- 
thorities. Please write it as you would if 
sending us a telegram—with letter follow- 
ing. 

The reason we ask this favour is because 
Thoroughbred racing in all countries has 
been established and built on a common 
foundation. 

If we, in British Columbia, do not exert 
every influence to prevent well-meaning 
but obviously uninformed legislators to 
change their outlook on Thoroughbred 
racing and realize its economic value, par- 


ticularly in the development of the breed- 
ing industry, we could supply similar indi- 
viduals in other areas with distorted data 
in their campaigns to milk, or bilk, racing 
of every possible penny. 

We believe that the situation existing in 
British Columbia is one of the worst, if not 
the worst existing anywhere—and we have 
reason to believe it could happen in other 
regions—so we are taking this step to try 
and get a frank expression from those who 
know, understand and appreciate the prin- 
ciples on which racing is founded. 

Racing in British Columbia is run 
strictly according to the accepted rules 
and regulations. Our directors are men 
of ability, success and high principles. sev- 
eral of whom run horses for the pleasure 
they derive therefrom—just the same as 
many other individuals of national or in- 
ternational repute, throughout the racing 
world. 


So, if you can co-operate and send us 
your opinion—either by telegram or cable, 
collect, or even airmail—it will not only 
be appreciated by us, it could be a very 
helpful contribution. 


Man o° War vs. Citation 


(From Louis D. Walker, Nashville, Tenn) © 


October 25, 1948 | 

The tables on pages 156-7 of your issy 
of October 23 are interesting, especially 
the columns showing weights carried and 
the weights carried by “best company.” 
These show: 

That in Man War's ten races as q 
2-year-old he carried an average of 1257 
pounds. Citation in his nine averaged 
119.1 pounds. 

As a 3-year-old, Man o’ War averaged 
126.6 pounds for his 11 races, and Cita. 
tion 121.4 in his 17 races. 

As a 2-year-old, Man 0° War carried top 
weight in six races, and was tied in four, 
In no race did “Best Company” carry 
greater weight. ; 

Citation, in his nine, carried top weight 
only three times, the same weight three 
times. Three times the “Best Company” 
carried top weight. The average for the 
nine races showed that Citation was 
weighted only 0.8 pounds per race more 
than the horse judged his nearest com. 
petition. 

As a 3-year-old, Man o” War carried top 
weight in every race but one, with three 
carrying equal weight. Summing up, we 
find that he carried an average of 96 
pounds more than the next horse. 

Citation as a 3-year-old carried top 
weight in only eight of his 17 races, the 
same weight in four, while “Best Com- 
pany” had it five times. Citation carried 
top weight for a total of 51 pounds and 
his opposition for a total of 54 pounds. In 
other words Citation did not carry as much 
weight on an average as his opposition. 


If They Want Scientists 


(From Dr. Dewey G. Steele, Lexington, 
Kentucky.) 


It was gratifying to read some weeks ago 
a statement to the effect that appropriate 
officials in England would welcome con- 
structive suggestions concerning possible 
modifications of existing rules governing 
registration in the General Stud Book. 

There are important genetic aspects to 
this problem and it is fitting. therefore. to 
suggest that the duly appointed committee 
should seek the advice and judgment of 
top-ranking British experts in genetics and 
clesely allied fields. Failure to consult 
appropriately trained scientists in this day 
and age will bring universal scorn upon the 
heads of those charged with responsibility 
for the General Stud Book (other registry 
books also). 

For this great service we beg to suggest 
the names of Messrs. R. A. Fisher, F. A. E. 
Crew, and J. Hammond. All are produc- 
tive English scholars. and all are eminently 
qualified to examine and evaluate evidence 
hearing on this problem.

Borrow: In England and U.S. 
He Raced Against the Foremost 


The late Andrew Jackson Joyner was 
positive the gelding Borrow was the best 
2-year-old he ever trained for Harry Payne 
Whitney. Not only was the bay son of 
Hamburg—Forget, by Exile, a good stakes 
winner in England, but he retained his 
form when returned to this country, and 
was a good stakes winner here. 

Borrow was bred by Harry Payne Whit- 
ney at his Brookdale Farm, near Red 
Bank, N. J. Hamburg. his sire, was the 
first outstanding horse I ever saw race. I 
saw him as a 2-year-old in 1897 when he 
dominated his division. Among races won 
by him was the Great Eastern Handicap, 
with 135 pounds up. Kitefoot was second, 
and Briar Sweet, possibly the best filly or 
mare ever bred in California, was third. 

Hamburg became the property of John 
E. Madden. who sold him at the end of his 
first racing season to Marcus Daly for 
$40.001. At three, after finishing third in 
the Belmont to Bowling Brook and Pre- 
vious (he was dead short—Billy Lake- 
land had not learned it was necessary to 
“hang Hamburg’s hide on the fence to get 
him fit”) he was unbeaten thereafter, win- 
ning among other races the Lawrence 
Realization, in which he made a hack of 
Plaudit. and the Brighton Cup. 

After this Hamburg was retired to the 
Bitter Root Stud, Hamilton, Mont., and 
there made the stud seasons of 1899 and 
1900. After his owner’s death late in 1900 
he was sold in January, 1901, at old Madi- 
son Square Garden, New York, for $60,000 
and removed to William C. Whitney’s La 
Belle Stud (which I think is now part of 
Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm) at 
Lexington, where he remained until the 
La Belle Stud was dispersed after Mr. 
Whitney’s death in the late winter of 1905. 

At this dispersal Harry Payne Whitney 
bid Hamburg in for $70,000 and removed 
him to the Brookdale Stud, near Red 
Bank, N. J. My understanding is that 
W. C. Whitney did not own the La Belle 
Stud, that it was the property of H. 
Eugene Leigh. Nor did Harry Payne 
Whitney own the Brookdale Stud; he 
leased it from the Messrs. L. S. and W. P. 
Thompson. 


Hamburg started off most successfully 
as a sire, leading the list in 1905. His 
best sons were Borrow. Dandelion, and 
Prince Hamburg. His best daughters were 
Artful, Hamburg Belle, and Lady Ham- 
burg. However, he lost prestige as a stock 
horse as he grew older.

Forget. the dam of Borrow. was a fa- 
mous mare over hurdles and one of the 
foundation mares of William C. Whitney's 
La Belle Stud. She was a chestnut mare 
foaled in 1893 by Exile out of Forever. by 
Forester, and was bred by E. S. Gardner 
at his Avondale Stud. near Saundersville, 
Tenn. In her racing career she ran in 93 
races, winning 33, was second in 11, third 


in ll. On the flat she ran 56 times. won 
15 races. was second in 7. third in 5. 
Hurdling was her true forte. Over 


hurdles she started 33 times. won 15 races, 
was second in 4, third in 6. In two steeple- 
chases she won one and was unplaced in 
one. Her total earnings were $15,977. 
Through the field she raced for Messrs. 
Francis and Thomas Hitchcock. They 
sold her to William C. Whitney when her 
racing days were over. Forget was blessed 
with a fine turn of speed. She used to 
outrun her rivals on the flat, but swerved 
at all of her hurdles. which on more than 
one occasion brought about her defeat. 
But in the main her speed on the flat off- 
set her swerving propensities.

Forget traced back to *Lady Lumley, 
her fourth dam. She was imported, I 
think, by Commodore Kittson and was at 
the Erdenheim Farm. Chestnut Hill, Pa., 
now owned by George D. Widener. *Lady 
Lumley was the dam of Rataplan, winner 
of the old Metropolitan Handicap of 1144 
miles, run at Jerome Park, and the Coney 
Island Cup, 2144 miles. She was also the 
dam of a good jumper named Duke of 
Abercorn, owned, I think. by Robert 
Hooper (Mr. Chamblet), a horse Henry 
Seymour (Atty) Persse rode to victory on 
more than one occasion when he was in 
this country in the middle nineties.

bred owned by C. V. Whitney's father, 


EIGHT COLTS. TWO FILLIES. Mog 
of Forget’s ten foals were colts. two excep. 
tions being the bay filly Remembrance, }y 
Hamburg or Broomstick, and the chestny 
filly Lethe, foaled in 1914. Remembrance 
was the dam of Bonus, and Bonus in tum 
was the dam of Twenty Grand. the bes 
horse that ever carried the Greentree silks, 
Lethe. by *AIl Gold, is recalled as the 
dam of Jolly Roger. by Pennant. the bes 
steeplechaser ever raced by Mrs. Helen 
Hay Whitney and the world’s leading 
money winner through the field. until he 
was supplanted this year by Elkridge, 
owned and trained by Kent Miller. 


Forget’s first foal was Hylas. by *Med. 
dler, foaled in 1901, one of the very best 
horses to race in the “all green” of Thomas 
Hitcheock and a high-class stakes winner, 
Hylas was followed in 1902 by Dreamer, 
by Hamburg, a stakes-winning sprinter, 
In 1904 Forget had the bay gelding Dinna 
Ken, by Yankee, winner of the Lawrence 
Realization and other races. Delirium, 
1905, was by *Sandringham; Oversight, 
1907, was by Ballyhoo Bey. Both De. 
lirium and Oversight were minor. stakes 
winners. Then in 1908 came the bay geld- 
ing Borrow, by Hamburg. Lethe was For- 


_get’s last foal (1914). but the mare lived 


on four years longer, dying in 1918 at the 


age of 25. 


Borrow raced until he was 11 years old. 
He started in 91 races, winning 24, was 
second in 20, third in 12, unplaced in 35, 
earned $81,396. He raced in England 
from two until he was six, and was then 
shipped back to this country and was 
turned over to James Rowe to train. 

The late A. J. Joyner loved to reminisce 
about Borrow, which he insisted was the 
best 2-year-old he ever trained for Mr. 
Whitney and the best 2-year-old in Eng: 
land in 1910. That year he started in 12 
races, won 7, was second in 2, unplaced 
in 3, earned £5,887, roughly $29,435. 


MODEST BEGINNING. Borrow began 
moderately enough. He was unplaced in 
his first two starts, a 2-year-old plate at 
Newmarket and the Woodcote Plate at the 
same course. Shipped to the provinces he 
won the Crabbet Plate at Gatwick, 54 
furlongs, and foliowed this by winning the 
Windsor Castle Stakes at Windsor, value 
$4,582.

After this, according to Mr. Joyner, Bor- 
row really “got good.” He won his next 
four races in succession. all in the best of 
company. This quartette of victories be- 
gan with a success at Derby in the Har- 
rington Plate (128), followed by a dead 
heat in the Hopeful Stakes, Newmarket, 
under 128, beating J. B. Joel’s Sunstar 
(131). 

Still at Newmarket, Borrow (128) won 
the Clearwell Stakes. Lord Falmouth’s 
Invincible was second. 

Then followed Borrow’s greatest race at 
two. the Middle Park Plate, six furlongs. 
the “2-year-old Derby.” In a soul-stirring 
struggle Borrow (123) won by a head. He 
was ridden by Harry Martin. It was 
thought the six furlongs was beyond his 
compass. Dermot McCalmont’s Seaforth 
(129). ridden by the ci-devant amateur 
Harry Randall, dead-heated for second 
place with Leopold de Rothschild’s Pietri 
(129). Lord Derby’s (grandfather of the 
present peer) King William (112) was 
fourth. 

Immediately after being weighed out. 
Harry Randall lodged an objection against 
Borrow. Randall. whose father was a 
wealthy bootmaker, had been the leading 
amateur rider in England before he turned 
professional. Joyner stated he was con- 
sidered to have been the best amateur 
jockey in England since the demise of 
Abingdon Baird (Squire Abingdon). 
Shortly after the Bob Fitzsimmons-Jem 
Hall bout at New Orleans in the early 
Nineties, Baird acted as a second to Hall, 
who was knocked out by “Ruby Robert.” 
The Hell of it was Fitzsimmons never got 


a cent, as the promoter had bet the $10,000 
purse on Hall, and lost. 

The Middle Park Plate was the fourth 
race of the day and the stewards did not 
arrive at a decision until after the last 
race. Mr. Joyner confesses he was “stall 
walking” for two hours, smoking about a 
dozen cigars in his perturbation. Finally 
the stewards dismissed the objection and 
Mr. Joyner states he was as limp as a 
dishrag by the time he arrived at his home, 
Ballaton Lodge, Newmarket. 

Barring Sunstar, which was trained by 
the late Charlie Morton and which had 
been beaten in three of his six starts at 
two, Borrow whipped the best 2-year-olds 
in England. Seaforth, by Symington out 
of a Timothy mare, was unbeaten prior to 
the Middle Park Plate. In five starts he 
won four, including the Woodcote and 
New Stakes and the Michaelmas and Great 
Sapling Plates. Pietri, a bay colt by St. 
Frusquin—Pie Powder, in six races won 
four. was second once (Middle Park 
Plate) and unplaced once (the Coventry 
Stakes). He had won the Princess Plate, 
Richmond Stakes, Gimerack Stakes. and 
the Champagne Stakes, in which Sunstar 
was beaten into third place. 

Borrow ran once more that year in the 
Criterion Stakes, in which he carried 128 
pounds and went under by a neck to Au- 
gust Belmont’s Sandwich (120). 


BACK TO U. S. Borrow was a great 
disappointment to Mr. Joyner after his 
first season, so H. P. Whitney had the 
gelding brought back to this country as a 
6-year-old in 1914, That year Borrow won 
the Saratoga Handicap, the Yonkers 
Handicap. and was second to Roamer in 
the Carter. In 1915 Borrow won the Ken- 
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tucky Handicap, the Ferry Handicap at 
Windsor, and the Municipal at Belmon 
Park. 

In 1917 Borrow won but two races jp 
nine starts, but one was the Brooklyn 
Handicap, his greatest triumph in this 
country. H. P. Whitney started two, Re. 
gret 5. (122), Frank Robinson up, and 
Borrow 9, (117), Willie Knapp up. Old 
Rosebud, *Chicle. Roamer, Boots, Cle. 
matis, Stromboli, *Omar Khayyam, and 
Old Koenig completed the field, which 
was a first-class one. 

The Whitney pair were raging favorites, 
It was expected Regret would win, but 
Knapp was shrewd enough to ask Mr. 
Rowe what his course of action would be. 
He was told Regret was expected to win, 
but to keep close watch of the situation 
and if the mare appeared to be in danger 
of defeat to win with Borrow, if he could, 

Knapp obeyed instructions to the letter, 
He restrained Borrow off Regret and Old 
Rosebud. When the latter made a rush 
at the mare it looked as if he might pass 
her, so Knapp gave Borrow his head, took 
the lead, and whipped two Kentucky 
Derby winners by a head. He states he 
started easing Borrow after he got to the 
front as he noted Old Rosebud’s rush fell 
short. The time of 1:4924 was a new 
American record. Mr. Rowe “second- 
guessed” Knapp after the race and pro- 
fessed to be disgruntled because Knapp 
rode Borrow out and defeated Regret. In 
extenuation Knapp stated he had asked 
Mr. Rowe’s advice prior to the race and 
that he had ridden according to Mr. 
Rowe’s instructions. He added that Bor- 
row could have defeated Regret that day 
under any conditions short of pulling the 
gelding, for old Borrow was sharper than 
he had ever been that afternoon, better by 
far than Mr. Rowe suspected. 

Borrow concluded his racing career in 
1918 when he was ten years old by start- 
ing in 12 races, two of which he won. He 
was second in two, unplaced in eight. 
earned $3,126. Old as he was, he showed 
his brilliant speed on one more occasion, 
in the Arverne Handicap at Aqueduct for 
3-year-olds and upward, 6 furlongs. Rid- 
den by Frankie Robinson, old Borrow de- 
feated the 3-year-old High Cost and the 
4-year-old| Naturalist. These two later 
gained renown as sprinters, particularly 
Naturalist, which I thought vied with 
Roamer as a carrier of heavy weights for 
horses of their lack of inches. 

His racing days over, Borrow was re- 
tired to Mr. Whitney’s farm as a pen- 
sioner, where he spent five years well 
taken care of and his creature comforts 
attended to, dying in 1925 at ihe age of 17.

Bambino Reverses a Verdict. 


Beats Heliaco on a Fast Track 


Rio DE JANEIRO 

The Gavea course at Rio de Janeiro had 
a big day on September 5. when two im- 
portant races were run. The first of them, 
in chronological order and in importance. 
too. was the traditional Grande Premio 
Jockey Club Brasileiro. It is over 3.200 
metres (about two miles). and is worth 
300.000 cruzeiros to the winner. It drew 
a small but high-class field of five. includ- 
ing the Grande Premio Brasil dual winner 
Heliaco and the crack Argentine horse 
Bambino. beaten into third in the big in- 
ternational race one month before. 

The new clash between them was anx- 
iously waited by race-goers. because Bam- 
bino’s trainer and owners didn’t accept the 
Grande Premio Brasil result as a true one. 
since Bambino doesn't like a muddy track. 
The fact Bambino was then beaten also by 
Apuvo, which he had beaten two weeks 
before, was also an indication that he 
didn’t race at his best. Thus. everybody 
wanted to see the race run over a fast 
track. The weather was fine. 

Favorite was Paula Machado’s Heliaco. 
while Nelson Seabra’s Bambino was sec- 
ond choice. Bambino’s stablemate Zorro 
made the pace from the start. with Heliaco 
very close. Bambino third another half- 
length back. Mutiple fourth. Hereo last. 
The pace wasn’t particularly fast at first. 
but after six furlongs F. Irigoven. on Bam- 
bino, advanced and O. Ulloa called on 
Heliaco too. Zorro was forced to run 
faster, and thus they went until the mile- 
post. 


The weakened then again. with 
Zorro two lengths in front of Heliaco. 
while Bambino was less than a length 
back of the favorite.

However. at the six- 
furlong pole. Bambino again forced the 
race. Heliaco accepted the struggle. and 
the crowd had what they wanted. for both 
of them soon passed Zorro and went head- 
to-head into the big turn.

When they entered into 
the final stretch. Bambino was already a 
head in front of the favorite. which re- 
sisted for a half-furlong, then quit badly. 
Bambino, under a blaze of glory. went on 
to win by about eight lengths from the 
fast-closing Multiple. which beat Heliaco 
into third by a half-length. Hereo was 
fourth. another two lengths back. with 
Zorro last. 


fast. 
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Bambino’s time was 3:1825. a new Bra- 
zilian record for the distance and it is im- 
portant to say that he finished easily. He 
could have lowered that mark had he been 
pressed at the finish. After that race. the 
idea in this corner is that Bambino is the 
best horse of South America under normal 
track conditions. He could have run in 
front. had his rider wanted to. He is a 
horse with tremendous staying power. and 
acquired a brilliant run which enables him 
to win over shorter distances.

Gosse. Bambino’s dam. was a top stakes 
winner. So was Juventas. his granddam. 
Bambino. a stakes winner in Argentina as 
a juvenile last year. was considered there 


as one of the three champion horses of his 
age, the other two being *Doubtless and 
Nigromante. His jockey in Argentina, 
Juan Zuniga. said he would have been the 
winner in both the Argentine Derby and 
the Carlo Pellegrini, had both races been 
run at a fast pace. since he regarded Bam. 
bino the best stayer of the three. 


SARAVAN. The other big race at 
Gavea was the 2,400-metre (about 1% 
miles) Batlle Berres Handicap. for top 
horses. in fact the richest and best handi. 
cap race we had in Brazil so far this year, 
A big field of 15 was at the post. The 
favorite was Silvio Penteado’s Apuvo, St, 
Leger winner, second to Bambino in the 
Dezesseis de Julho in record time, then 
second to Heliaco in the Grande Premio 
Brasil. 

He wasn’t entered for the other race in 
due time, thus he had to run for the handi. 
cap. in which he was joint topweight, un- 
der 130 pounds, with Jose Buarque de 
Macedo’s Derby winner Hamdam.  Hoyw- 
ever. the latter ran well only up to the 
final stretch. Apuvo was in a good posi- 
tion then but got blocked in the stretch, 
while the Irish-bred Saravan (119) was 
rushing by the outside. Saravan took the 
front two furlongs from home. and when 
Apuvo finally got out of trouble it was too 
late and he could only get second place, a 
neck behind the winner and a little more 
than a length in front of Inah de Moraes’ 
Defiant (119), which was third. Hamdam 


As a warm-up for the 1\4-mile Golden Gate Handicap of October 23, *SHAN NON 
2nd came out on October 16 for the nine-furlong Forty-Niners Handicap, equaled Indian 


Broom’s American record of 1:47%s. 


In the Golden Gate he set a new American record 


(and equaled the world record) of 1:5945 for ten furlongs. Jockey Jack Westrope up.

WHITNEY STAKES brought together Gallor- 
ette, Stymie, and *Rico Monte at 14 miles. There 
were no other starters. Run at Saratoga on 
August 9, the Whitney Stakes was *Rico Monte’s 
first start in nearly a month. It was to prove the 
first of four consecutive victories which carried 
him to the top of the handicappers by the end of 
the 1947 racing season. 


Gallorette made the pace, *Rico Monte was run- 
ning second, with Stymie trailing. After the first 
mile *Rico Monte was sent up after the mare and 
caught her a furlong out. From there to the wire 
they raced together. *Rico Monte getting the 
winning margin a couple of strides from the wire. 
Gallorette was second, Stymie third. 


Throughout his entire racing career—in both 
Argentina and America—*Rico Monte raced 
against top-calibre opposition. He was a stand- 
out in Argentina as a 3-year-old. Favored to win 
the Argentina Derby, he missed by a short neck, 
was gaining at the finish. He was also second in 
the Gran Premio Jockey Club, Argentina’s sec- 
ond ranking 3-year-old race. 


*Rico Monte comes from the most successful 
male line in Argentina. His grandsire was Con- 
greve, one of the world’s outstanding sires. His 
sire, Saint Patrick, was a stakes winner. *Rico 
Monte’s dam produced two foals of racing age— 
both winners. His second dam, La Patria, was 
one of the great race mares of her generation—

He is a son of 
Legend of France out of May Wong, by 
Rustom Pasha, from Wezzan by Friar Mar- 
cus out of Woodsprite, by Stornoway. He 
won three good races in England, earned 
£4.796 there. In Brazil he has run six 
times, won two races, earned 228,000 
cruzeiros up to now. 


FILLIES. On September 7, at Gavea, a 
field of 12 3-year-old fillies ran for the 
Grande Premio F. V. de Paula Machado 
(Fillies’ Criterium), over 1,600 metres 
(about a mile). Favorite for the race 
was A. J. Peixoto de Castro’s stakes win- 
ner Maldita, a daughter of King Salmon. 
Second choice was Paula Machado’s entry 
of Jezabel and Juparana, the latter mak- 
ing her debut in that important race. 


None of them won, however. Maldita 
was blocked until too late and rushed up 
to be second about a length back of the 
winner, while Juparanan, which started 
badly, and is a daughter of Singapore, fin- 
ished third. 

The winner was Nelson Seabra’s Park 
Lane, a beautiful but small sort of a filly, 
by Hunter’s Moon out of Parchment, by 
Apelle. She won, but she didn’t convince 
as the best. In fact, the idea in this cor- 
ner is that juvenile fillies at Gavea this 
year are a poor lot, and maybe the cham- 
pion juvenile filly at Cidade Jardim, Adis 
Abeba, is the best. 

At least she gave that idea on Septem- 
ber 5, when she ran against the unbeaten 
champion juvenile colt there, Paula 
Machado’s Jahu, a son of Santarem. The 
race was the Grande Premio Ipiranga, 
over 1,609 metres (exactly one mile), for 
3-year-olds. A field of seven started. 
Jahu was an odds-on favorite, while An- 


tonio A. Assumpcao’s Adis Abeba was the 
second choice. At the finish, Jahu, under 
L. Gonzalez’s riding, and Adis Abeba, yp. 
der O. Rosa’s jockeyship, dead-heated 
after a furious struggle, three lengths jp 
front of the third horse, Looping, while 
the others were well beaten. Jahu is ay 
unbeaten son of Samtarem (by Novelty) 
out of Checa, by Thermogene. Adis Abeba 
is a daughter of Shah Rookh (by *Bab. 
ram), out of Miss Praia, by Pulgarin, 


ARGENTINE STAKES. A tremendoys 
upset was thrown at Argentine race-goers 
on August 17 at the San Isidro course, 
when the previously unbeaten champion 
1947 filly Bullanguera, an odds-on favorite 
for the Clasico Enrique Acebal of 1,800 
metres (about 114g miles), was beaten into 
fourth. The winner was the 3-year-old 
filly Eneide, owned by Santa Cecilia Sta. 
ble. She is a daughter of British Empire 
out of Capri, by Copyright. Eneide won 
by two lengths in 1:5015, with another 
juvenile filly, La Brisa, second, another 
length in front of Jabala. Two days after 
the race, Bullanguera was worked and her 
trainer said she was well and would be 
kept in full training. 

Palermo offered, on August 22, the Clas. 
ico Maipu, over 1,000 metres (about five 
furlongs), with a field of the best sprinters 
in that country. The favorite was that 
fine mare Escoa. She was only fifth how- 
ever, the winner being Renown, a 5-year- 
old horse by Rustom Pasha out of Chav- 
ala, by Copyright, owned by Miss Eureka 
Stable. Renown won in a furious finish, 


‘by a nose, from Kab, while Pordiosero 


finished third, another three lengths back. 
Time, :587. 

On August 29 the Premio Rivadavia 
Handicap, over 2,000 metres (about 14 
miles), was run at Palermo, for 4-year- 
olds and up. Its winner was Szecenyi Sta- 
ble’s 4-year-old Racoczi (125), a chestnut 
son of Technique out of Atajada, by Ix, 
which beat by two lengths the second 
horse Tomado (121). El Gaucho (134) 
was third, another 214 lengths back in the 
field of five. Time, 2:0244. 


URUGUAYAN STAKES. On August 
15, at Maronas, the Clasico Los Haras, for 
3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, over 
1,600 metres (about 1 mile), was run. It 
provided the first defeat for the champion 
juvenile filly Evidenza, at weight-for-age. 
for she finished only fourth, beaten by 
three 4-year-old mares. The winner was 
that good mare Negrusa, a chestnut daugh- 
ter of Miracle out of Negrura, by Tresiete, 
owned by the Santiago Stable. Second, 
beaten only a head after a furious strug: 
gle, was Juguetona, while third, another 
length-and-a-quarter back, was Venecia. 
Evidenza, which was the early pacemaker, 
beat only two other mares, and the race 
raised doubts on her real class. The time 
was 1:36.

DEAD HORSE 


An echo of the swamp fever epizootic in 
New England last year was raised in U. S. 
District Court at Boston on October 6. 
Davis S. Toochin, of Swampscott. Mass., 
sued the Insurance Company of North 
America for $22,500. the value of a policy 
on the horse Magellan, which died of the 
disease. 

Mr. Toochin, owner of the Cherry Oca 
Stable. said his horse contracted swamp 
fever in June, 1947, and the insurance com- 
pany refused to let him have Magellan de- 
stroyed. The policy expired on August 17, 
the horse died October 7. 

The owner alleges in his complaint that 
the company deliberately refused to let him 
destroy the horse, allowing the policy to 
terminate and thereby escaping payment.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Concealed Betting 
Charge at Detroit 


Hottest spot in U. S. racing at the mo- 
ment is the Detroit area. 

At least three groups are jockeying for 
position in the bidding for a 1949 lease on 
the State Fair Grounds at Detroit. which 
for the last 16 years has been operated by 
the Detroit Racing Association. These in- 
terests also seek favorable action on their 
license applications for new tracks. 

The organization which is successful in 
leasing the fair grounds for next year pre- 
sumably will be in an advantageous posi- 
tion toward getting racing dates for a new 
course. 

But though the Detroit Racing Associa- 
tion seems to be out of the picture so far 
as future operations are concerned, it re- 
mains very much in the news. Last month 
the public administrator of the State of 
Michigan asked that a receiver be ap- 
pointed for the DRA, and that an account- 
ing be made of money held by the track 
for the payment of uncashed pari-mutuel 
tickets. It also proposed to investigate the 
general methods the track used to handle 
and dispose of the pari-mutuel money. 

On October 28 a fresh rocket was fired. 
calling attention to another alleged dere- 
liction of the Detroit Racing Association. 
Lewis L. Bredin, Michigan’s one-man com- 
mission, charged that the track had oper- 
ated a secret pool which was kept sep- 
arate from the pari-mutuel pools. Certain 


favored persons, he said, were allowed to 
bet with the track, but the money was not 
taxed and the profits from the operation 
were not reported. 

The charge became known when Mr. 
Bredin and Assistant Attorney General 
Ernest O. Zirkalos appeared before Cir- 
cuit Judge Chester P. O'Hara and asked 
that the DRA be placed in receivership. 
Judge O'Hara set November 12 as the date 
on which the track management was to 
show cause why a receiver should not be 
appointed. He issued a temporary order 
restraining the association from removing 
any assets from Michigan. 

No estimate was made of the sums in- 
volved in the operation of the “future 
pool,” as the separate betting was de- 
scribed. Mr. Zirkalos said that records 
showed that between 200 and 600 future 
bets had been accepted on every race run 
during the last two years. 

The bets were placed on the sixth, sev- 
enth, and eighth races by persons who 
wanted to leave the track early. the com- 
plaint stated. 

George W. Lewis, president of the DRA, 
denied that his track had operated on a 
bookmaking basis. “We followed the pro- 
cedure of every track in the nation. We 
accepted future bets and gave the customer 
a receipt. keeping a carbon for ourselves. 
This money then was put through the mu- 
tuel machines. There is nothing illegal 
about this,’ he was quoted. 

He stated that future bets were accepted 
only on the first three days of the 1948 
season. It caused such jamming at the 
ticket windows that he recommended to 
Bredin that he was in favor of discontinu- 
ing it. “Bredin said he would think it 
over. He later came to me and said he 


agreed with me that it would be wise to 
close the windows to bettors.” 

The track president said that no effort 
would be made to remove any assets from 
the State. “We have around $2.000.009 
deposited in Michigan banks. We haye 
property assets of around $175.000 at the 
fair grounds. We definitely do not plan to 
remove them because of these ridiculoys 
charges.” 

The receivership suit was filed against 
the Detroit Racing Association: John J, 
Gedert. secretary-treasurer: Reed Hess 
and A. E. Gordon. directors: executors of 
the estates of the late Edward P. Strong, 
former DRA president. and the late Clar- 
ence E. Lehr. former board chairman: and 
Lewis.

On October 28. day the receivership 
suit was filed against the Detroit Racing 
Association, it was announced that a group 
known as Hazel Park Stadium. Inc.. would 
build a track in the Detroit area. 

In the Detroit Free Press’ report of the 
new track, no mention was made as to 
what the organization intended to do about 
racing dates.

It is reported that a steel grandstand 
costing $200.000 already has been built on 
a 60-acre tract at 10 Mile and Dequindre 
roads. Lewis B. Daniels. an attorney and 
the spokesman for Hazel Park Stadium. 
said that plans call for stabling for 500 
horses and parking space for 4,000 cars. 
The original layout was for a_ half-mile 
track. It now is planned to expand it to 
a mile track.

The Michigan Racing Association, the 
Thoroughbred Turf Club, and the Detroit 
Racing Association have been interested in 
leasing the State fair grounds at Detroit 
on the basis that no other site would be 
available for racing next year. The MRA 
and the TFC facilities would not be ready 
until 1950. 


Further Detroit Developments 


The Michigan Racing Association, one 
of the groups interested in building a new 
track at Detroit, has announced that it is 
prepared to begin construction of the 
course. The association now is waiting 
for a decision on its application to lease 
the State Fair Grounds at Detroit for rac- 
ing in 1949, pending the construction of 
its own track. If it is successful in leasing 
the State-owned property, where racing 
has been conducted by the Detroit Racing 
Association for the last 16 years, it will go 
ahead with the building of a new track. 

The MRA _ has announced through 
George Haggarty, Detroit lawyer and vice 
president and treasurer of the racing 
group, that the remaining $3,400,000 in 
securities has been sold. Persons inter- 
ested in the track earlier had put up 
$1.350.000. The stock issue totals 
$4,750,000. 

The State Agriculture Board, which con- 
trols the Detroit fair grounds, is expected 
to ask for bids on the 1949 lease. The 
board probably will establish a $250.000 
minimum, which is the rental paid by the 
Detroit Racing Association for the last 
two years. 

The MRA has notified the board of its 
intention to bid, and has offered to set 
aside its profits as an evidence of good 
faith toward building a new track. “Bar- 
ring a war or a depression, the money

LAWIN’ 


The Southern California Jockey Club 
for some time has been trying to obtain a 
license and racing dates for a projected 
irack at Puente, in the Los Angeles area. 
Recently the California Horse Racing 
Board, by a 2 to 1 vote, decided that a 
third track in that locality would not be in 
ihe public interest. 

Now the Puente organization has asked 
the State Supreme Court for a mandate 
compelling the racing board to grant a 
license and dates. 

The suit questions the constitutionality 
of the amended act legalizing horse rac- 
ing and betting in California. Under the 
present law, the racing board has discre- 
tion in the matter of licenses and dates. 
Principal yardstick which has been used 
by the board has been the matter of “pub- 
lic interest.” Board members Dwight 
Murphy and Nion Tucker, in voting 
against the Puente application, held that 
the Puente organization had failed to show 
that a third track in the Los Angeles area 
would be of public benefit. 

Board chairman Loyd Wright, however, 
wrote a dissenting opinion. He wrote that 
the California legislature had not defined 
“public interest” sufficiently well to en- 
able the board to use it as a standard. He 
added that racing in the Los Angeles dis- 
trict had grown to the point that a third 
track (in addition to Hollywood and Santa 
Anita Parks) would not necessarily result 
in financial loss to the established tracks. 

The only “saturation” he saw in racing 
at Los Angeles was in the matter of dates. 

If a third track were established in the 
area, the 100 days divided between Holly- 
wood and Santa Anita might have to be 
split three ways.

Press reported. The newspaper said that 
the Thoroughbred Turf Club, another of 
the organizations wanting to enter Detroit 
racing, had made a similar offer. 

The Detroit Racing Association. which 
has operated the fair grounds since 193). 
a group of Michigan breeders with a nop. 
profit plan, and another group with a pre. 
dominantly Michigan background, are 
also said to be active in the competition 
for the fair grounds lease. 

The Michigan Racing Association, 
headed by E. E. Dale Shaffer, of Lexing. 
ton, will have a 25-man board of direc. 
tors. To avoid the unwieldiness of such a 
large group, a five-man board of trustees 
will be appointed to handle the business 
affairs. It probably will include Shaffer, 
Haggarty, Henry H. Knight, of Kentucky. 
and two men from Michigan. 

Haggarty has stated that he thinks his 
outfit should receive preference over the 
others because it is qualified to bring to 
Detroit a higher type of racing than the 
others. 

One of the sites contemplated by the 
MRA for its new track is in Oak Park, A 
special election will be held to learn the 
wishes of the residents of the section re- 
garding a race track in the locality.

Los ANGELES 

Sixty-three Thoroughbreds and one 
Palomino pony paraded through the sales 
ring of the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association annual fall sale on 
November 1 at Hollywood Park. When 
it was all over. breeders had learned a 
lesson they should know pretty well by 
now. 

The sales fellowed a pattern that has 
been general throughout the country this 
vear: Good horses brought fancy prices; 
poor stock went begging for bids. 

On the whole, this fall sale of miscel- 
laneous stock was a success, and everyone 
left the paddock at Hollywood Park wear- 
ing a smile. The 63 Thoroughbreds sold 
for a total of $94,540, or a very respectable 
average of $1,501. Last year 73 head aver- 
aged $766. 

Star of the show was the 1936 Santa 
Anita Derby winner He Did. whose reputa- 
tion as a sire has not been damaged by the 
deeds of With Pleasure. George Gains. and 
Arise, one of the better 2-year-olds of the 


year. 
and Mrs. Paul Venturi, and was bid in by 
the former at $40,000.

He was consigned by George Galea 


sell for $16.000—perhaps $20.000—but 
there are a couple of reasons why he 
fetched twice that amount. One was be- 
cause he was entered to dissolve a partner- 
ship; the other was because Galea en- 
countered a surprisingly persistent rival 
in Justin Funkhouser, of the O’Sullivan 
Farms of Charles Town, W. Va. 

Funkhouser had been commissioned by 
a West Virginia syndicate to go as high 
as $20.000 for He Did. From then on, he 
was on his own, so to speak, and finally 
dropped out at $39,000. 

One way of figuring it, He Did now rep- 
resents an investment of at least $55,425. 
He was purchased by Galea and Mrs. Ven- 
turi for $12,000. The $40,000 auction tag. 
plus a $2.000 sales commission to the 
breeders’ association, plus another $1,200 
sales tax. plus shipping expense and a 
$25 cataloguing fee ran the cost up pretty 
high. 

With He Did left out of the calculation. 
the other 62 head averaged $880. 

The Palomino pony, a handsome animal. 
sold for $1.200 to Jack Sattler. with all 
proceeds going to the George Woolf Me- 
morial Fund. Besides the pony. which 
was auctioned off by Movie Actor Leo 
Carillo and Sheriff Gene Biscailuz. Sattler 
also obtained in the same package a serv- 


ice to *Firozepore. W. W. (Tiny) Naylor 
donated the 7-year-old pony at a cost of 
$500. 


The two top yearlings were consigned 
by Mrs. Dorothy P. Barrett’s Eucalyptus 
Hill Farm. Both are by Trierarch, and 
both are handsome prospects.

In 1946, when Spencer Drayton’s new 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau 
was beginning to feel its way around the 
race track, one of its first major cases in- 
volved the substitution of a horse named 
Don’t Delay for a lesser animal named All 
Flo. Under his changed identity. Don’t 
Delay had been winning races in West Vir- 
cinia and Maryland at a rate far beyond 
the compass of his namesake. 

This incident, and later cases of ringing 
uncovered during the year, led the TRPB 
to concentrate on developing a means of 
unmistakably identifying race horses. The 
lip tattoo was the result. 

But not all horses are tattooed. And 
Don’t Delay still hasn’t learned to choose 
the right owner. On October 27. the bu- 
reau announced that the 6-year-old Don’t 
Delay had been substituted for a 10-year- 
old gelding named Lid. In his new guise, 
Don’t Delay had won a race at Blue Bon- 
nets, at Montreal, Canada, at odds of 
$10.70 for $2, on August 28. 


After tracing the horse through sevep 
states, the bureau reported, it uncovered 
the facts: Robert A. Edwards, of Smith. 
field, Va., had vanned Don’t Delay from 
Rhode Island to Montreal, arranged to run 
him as Lid. He had been refused permis. 
sion to run Don’t Delay on U. S. tracks, 

Edwards said he had turned the horse 
over to Earl Ferris, of Bethel, Conn. The 
Daily Racing Form chart book lists the 
horse as having been owned and trained 
by E. Ferris, Jr. 

The Drayton staff has supplied the in. 
formation to The Jockey Club and Cana. 
dian authorities. 

The TRPB has reported on another case 
of ringing this year: The cold-blooded 
horse Rusty was raced at small tracks in 
Arizona and Washington as Sea Valor, a 
registered Thoroughbred which had been 
destroyed in 1947. E. E. Mothershed. 
Rusty's owner and trainer. said he had 
paid $500 for Sea Valor’s papers. obtained 
from H. A. Holden. of New Mexico. 

The TRPB said these were the only 
ringer cases of the year, and that none of 
the involved horses had been tattooed.

The Caulfield Cup 
Won by Red Fury 


MELBOURNE 


Red Fury. a good-looking chestnut son 
of imported Enfield (by Winalot) from 
Ravenna, finished better than the New 
Zealander Howe (Defoe—Malmsley) to 
win the Caulfield Cup of £7,500 at Caul- 
field on October 16. The paid attendance 
was 81.549 and totalisator investments 
£177.000 only a few thousands short of the 
course record. 

Red Fury raced home in great style to 
defeat Howe after the latter had looked 
the winner turning into the straight. Then 
followed a hostile demonstration the like 
of which has not been heard in Melbourne 
for 25 years. Most of those 81,549 people 
roared themselves hoarse as the horses re- 
turned to the mounting enclosure and con- 
tinued many minutes afterwards when the 
Governor-General of Australia (Mr. Me- 
Kell) made the presentation of the gold 
cup to the owners. 

It was a most distressing end to a great 
race, The owners were cut up badly about 
the public disapproval of Red Fury’s win. 


Months ago the three part-owners backed 
Red Fury to win £35,000, but after he had 
failed in a race a week before the running 
of the Cup, one of them disposed of £6,000 
worth of his bets. as he thought Red Fury 
could not possibly win. One of the part- 
owners, Mr. Mick Ress, thought so little 
of Red Fury’s prospects that he did not 
even bother to attend the races. 

Red Fury showed excellent staying form 
last spring, but until the Caulfield Cup 
his form this spring had been much be- 
low expectations. During the week before 
the race Saxony (Saxon—Reflex) had 
ruled as favorite, but on Cup day there 
was a terrific plunge on Howe, who firmed 
from 9 to 1 to favoritism at 4 to 1. Howe 
and Red Fury were bad horses in the big 
Caulfield and Melbourne Cups double. To 
ease his liabilities on Howe, one operator 
invested £4,000 on him on the course. 

There was a great run on Red Fury. also 
by bookmakers “covering up” liabilities on 
the double. During the week he eased 
from 20 to 1 to 50 to 1, at which price a 
big bookmaker took the choice wager of 
£10,000 to £200. He had no settling wor- 
ries when Red Fury poked his head past 
Howe a few yards from the post. 

But the real story of the Caulfield Cup 
is that Howe was certainly beaten because 
of an error of judgment in riding tactics 
by Darby Munro. Backers of Howe were 
dismayed when Munro took the big New 
Zealander to the front five furlongs from 


home, but as Howe swung into the straight 
with a handy lead and soon beat off Say. 
ony’s challenge, it looked as if the daring 
maneuver would succeed. 

Howe was still in front with half-a-fyy. 
long to go, but Red Fury. ridden for the 
last run, finished too strongly for him. [y 
third place was the brilliant Sydney mare 
De La Salle (Speardale—Fossil) . who was 
involved in a mix-up at the start which her 
rider, Jack Thompson, claimed cost her 
the race. She certainly had her full share 
of misfortune in an indifferent start. She 
obviously is a mare well above the or. 
dinary despite her lowly pedigree lines, 

Ravenna, the dam of Red Fury, is 24 
years of age and is by imported Rizzip 
from Sea Princess, by Sea Prince, and she 
and De La Salle belong to “lost” Colonial 
families which are not permitted to be em. 
braced within the hallowed pages of the 
English Stud Book. 

Royal Gem (Dhoti—French Gem) and 
his half-brother, Beau Gem (by Helios) 
both ran in the Caulfield Cup but did not 
run as well as imagined. 

Red Fury cost only 475 guineas as a 
yearling. He was to tackle the Melbourne 
Cup at Flemington on November 2. 


OTHERS. Vagabond, a fine type of 
staying 3-year-old from Sydney, is at pres- 
ent the subject of a stewards’ inquiry, but 
if he runs in the Melbourne Cup he will 
be hard to beat.

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SCANDINAVIA, 
by Esben Kr. Aamot 


Year’s Best Racing 
In Retrospect 


The big question in Scandinavian racing 
circles last spring and early summer was 
whether the Danish colt Skymaster was 
really a great race horse. or merely the 
best of a mediocre crop. 

Skymaster (Husson—Peppery Jane) had 
won his five races last year easily. Per- 
sonally | believed him inferior to the best 
Swedish 3-year-olds this year. His oppo- 
nents in Denmark had been the colts Crick 
and Grautex, and the fillies Hopewell and 
Sonata. These horses are vastly inferior 
to colts like Julianus, Eyebright. and Val- 
lon and the filly Hurry in Sweden. The 
fact is that Skymaster was never forced 
to show his true form in Denmark last 
year. 


SWEDISH HOPES. Julianus (Wunder- 
horn—Princess Juliana) topped the Swed- 
ish handicap for 3-year-olds. Eyebright. 
Hurry and Vallon were some few kilos be- 
low. These four horses dominated last 
season, and it was generally believed that 
the horse to beat in the Swedish Derby 
would be Julianus. 

Vallon (Doctor Dolitthe—Hervor) won 
the Rosengard-lopning. one mile. at 
Jagersro. Malmo. This race has never 
been won by a Derby winner. Julianus 
then met Vallon in a mile race and beat 
Doctor Dolittle’s son by seven easy lengths. 
Then came the Jockeyklubbens Jubileums- 
lopning. one mile, the first of the Swedish 
classic races. Julianus was beaten a short 
head by Vallon. Paradoxically one might 
say that this defeat enhanced Julianus’ 
chances for the Derby. Since Gunga Din 
won Jockeyklubbens —Jubileumslopning 
and the Swedish Derby in 1942, no winner 
of the first classic has been able to win the 
Derby. 

Biggest race of spring meeting. the 
Stockholms Stora Pris, 14 miles. worth 
12.000 Swedish kroner to the winner, was 
won by four lengths by Julianus. Vallon 
was second. Christian (another 3-year-old 
son of the German stallion Wunderhorn) 
was third. Last year’s great winner of the 
Derby. Clubman Junior, was fourth. By 
his victory in this race Julianus was once 
more Sweden’s chief hope for the Derby. 


DERBY TRIAL UPSET. Eyebright 
(Monsieur d’Ypres—Bright Eyes) was un- 
beaten in three minor races this year, but 
nobody thought him good enough to beat

Julianus in the Derby Trial. This he did 
in a very good time. 

Hurry (Husson—Canary) won the Di- 
analopning (1.000 Guineas), one mile, but 
was extremely nervous before the Derby 
Trial. She ran disappointingly, and the 
trainer did not start her in the Derby. 


SWEDISH DERBY. This race was run 
July 18 at Jagersro. There were nine colts 
and one filly at the starting gate, and this 
most important 3-year-old race in Scan- 
dinavia was a true one from beginning to 
the end. 

The Swedish colt Matador led the field 
into the first turn. Outside him lay Val- 
Jon and Julianus, and Skymaster behind 
them on the rail. Eyebright just outside 
Skymaster. With half a mile to go Eye- 
bright suddenly shot ahead to a two-length 
lead. Skymaster was hard ridden and 
closed in on Julianus. while Vallon and 
Matador dropped back. Round the last 
turn into the home stretch, Skymaster 
tried to pass Julianus on the inside and 
was properly stopped. Eyebright still held 
a two- or possibly three-length lead. Juli- 
anus went wide at the turn and Skymaster 
got after Eyebright. It was all too soon 
obvious that the Danish colt was superior 
and just a hundred yards from the winning 
post Skymaster drew level with Eyebright. 
A short struggle ensued. but in spite of his 
jockey’s terrific riding. Eyebright had to 
yield. The judges’ verdict: 1 length, 3 
lengths. several lengths. Fourth was the 
filly Baradja. Grautex (second in Sky- 
masters Danish Derby) was fifth. Vallon 
sixth. and Crick (third in the Danish 
Derby) seventh. 

Skymaster won 23,380 Danish kroner 
last year. With his victories this year his 
total is 79.960 Danish and Swedish kroner. 
He won Dansk  Foraarslob (2,000 
Guineas). one mile, first of the classic 
races in Denmark. He won the Derby 
Trial Stakes. 13g miles. He won the Dan- 
ish and the Swedish Derbys, both at 144 
miles. Later on he won the Eclipse Stakes, 
l!, miles. He is a great colt, but I can’t 
believe him equal to Gunga Din. Hallo, or 
Clubman Junior. 


TRIUMPH FOR FRENCH STALLION, 
Husson (Monarech—Handsome. by Fit- 
erari) sired the five first placed horses in 
this year’s Danish Derby and the winner 
ofthe Swedish. I'd like to add that Hurry, 
Hopewell (winner of this year’s Danish 
Oaks), Sonata (winner of last year’s 
Swedish Kriterium), Narva (winner of 
this year’s Swedish Kriterium) and Her- 
oia (winner of last year’s Norwegian St. 
Leger) are got by this sire. 

While the Danish Derby this year was 
worth 20,000 Danish kroner to the winner, 
aid Skymaster added 15,000 Swedish 
kroner to his credit by taking the Swedish 
Derby, the winner of the 1948 Norwegian

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Derby received a meagre 4,990 Norwegian 
kroner. 

Winter favorite since last summer for 
this most important race in Norway was 
the filly Askepot 2nd, winner of last year’s 
Oppdrettslop, Norwegian Kriterium, and 
two other races. She was beaten only once. 

Askepot 2nd (Lion Tamer—Wahoo, by 
Cri de Guerre) was beaten twice early this 
summer, trying to concede a _ lot of 
weight to sprinters in races much too short 
for her. At weight-for-sex and at longer 
distances she won two races. One of them 
was the Midtsommerlop. the first of the 
Norwegian classics. one mile. Second and 
third were Cate 2nd (own sister to the 
Triple Crown winner of 1943, Cato) and 
Adele, daughter of defunct Seraph Boy. 
Askepot 2nd’s victory was impressing, and 
she started a very hot favorite in a field of 
13 in the Norwegian Derby, run at Ovre- 
voll in a drenching rain. Two Danish colts 
and two fillies opposed her. One of them, 
Capitulation, had beaten some of the best 
Danish 2-year-olds last season, but he was 
obviously a miler. The fillies seemed less 
dangerous. Fly Ball, though a half sister 
to Skirner, winner of the Swedish Derby 
and St. Leger of 1944, had not shown any- 
thing previously. Manhattan, by Tetra- 
meter out of a Rodosto mare. was not bred 
for the distance, 11% miles. 


Taking the lead into the last turn Aske- 
pot 2nd won easily by two lengths from 
Fly Ball, with Capitulation three lengths 
further back. Manhattan, ridden by her 
owner, an amateur rider, was fourth. Cate 
2nd and Adele failed dismally to stay the 
cistance and finished fifth and eighth, re- 
spectively. 

Everything seems to indicate that noth- 
ing can beat Askepot 2nd in the last of 
the Norwegian classic races, St. Halvard 
(St. Leger), 154 miles, to be run in Octo- 
ber. I see no reason why she should be de- 
ficient in stamina. Lion Tamer, the sire 
of Askepot 2nd, is a son of Coup de Lyon 
out of Double Chord, by Batchelor’s Dou- 
ble. Wahoo’s sire, Cri de Guerre. won the 
Grand Prix de Paris from Pinceau and 
Bubbles in 1928. 


THE 2-YEAR-OLDS. While the 3-year- 
olds are now more or less classified, the 
2-year-olds present the usual problems and 
uncertainties. 

The best 2-year-olds in Denmark seem 
to be the colts Cadeau, Hussein, Banco, 
and Favour, and the fillies Sonette and 
Narva. All of them got by Husson! 

Cadeau (Husson—Sunbeam. Danish 
Triple Crown winner in 1939 and daughter 
of Apelle) has started four times and won 
twice. His last victory was in Dansk 
Opdraetningslob, one of the biggest 2-year- 
old races in Denmark. 

Hussein (Husson—Poula). own brother 
io Grautex, won his first two outings. Once 


; he beat Cadeau by three lengths, giving 2 


kilos (about 44% pounds). Last time out

There are still more untried and prom- 
ising 2-year-olds in Denmark, but I believe 
Cadeau will turn out one of the best of 
them next year. His pedigree is good 
enough anywhere. 


MEDIOCRE CROP IN SWEDEN. The 
best 2-year-olds in Sweden seem to be the 
colt Hjarter Kung and his own sister in 
blood. Harriet. The two colts Amigo and 
Gold Hatch will improve. 

Hjarter Kung (Wunderhorn—Hella) 
has been out three times and won twice. 
He won Doctor Dolittle-lopning. a_five- 


furlong race that usually attracts some of 


the best 2-year-olds. 

Harriet (Wunderhorn—Hervor), half 
sister to Vallon. She won her first two 
races, beating Hjarter Kung in his first 
outing. and later on Gold Hatch and 
Amigo at Jagersro. Her only defeat this 
year: the Swedish Kriterium, when third 
to Narva and a Swedish colt Esquire. 

Amigo (Casanova—Amacita), bought 
for 24,600 Swedish kroner as a yearling, 
strikes me as being a possible Derby win- 
ner. He breaks slowly from the gate and 
has won only one race. He has been placed 
twice. once beaten by Harriet and Gold 
Hatch by a length, but six easy lengths in 
front of the speedy Danish filly My Lassie.
